eases of infancy and childhood, etc., 
that is procuring such remarkable 
results in the fight against consump­ 
tion. 
“Oh, no,” said Dr. Dearholt, the 
executive secretary, in answer to a 
query, “ we shall not let up an iota 
in the fight against tuberculosis. The 
time has arrived, however, when that 
work is pretty well cut out; when 
we know exactly what we are doing 
and why. We’ve got a staff of veter­ 
ans now, who can do tw’ice as much 
as they are now doing provided they 
are relieved of some of the 
detail 
work. 
From this on, there won’t be 
any let-up at any season of the year. 
Needless duplication 
in office rent, 
telephone, traveling and other ad­ 
ministrative expense, will be avoid­ 
ed by this move. 
More important 
than that, co-operation and co-ordi­ 
nation will prevent divided effort and 
working at cross purposes. 
If the importance of this step is 
realized, the people will double their 
contributions in this Christmas Seal

There is no 
uniformity with regard to subjects 
and tim e allotted them ; the schools 
range all the w-ay from one class 


to a complete three class system with 
a preparatory departm ent and 12 
hours 
of 
teaching. 
Some of the 
schools give merely technical sub­ 
jects. while others offer the cus­ 
tom ary continuation school branches. 
Industrial training of this sort is 
practically compulsory, it must be 
remembered. The employer Is com­ 
pelled to send all employes under 18 
years of age to a continuation school, 
for a prescribed num ber of hours 
per w’eek. He is at liberty to main­ 
tain a school of his own., but it must 
conform to government standards. 
A typical school program includes 
German, tw'o hours a week, with let­ 
ter writing— business forms, bills, 
receipts, etc.; m aterials, two hours, 
comprising a study of ore processes, 
blast furnace, Bessemer, open hearth. 
furnace, etc., and woods, their kinds, 
properties and diseases; arithmetic, 
two hours a week, particularly busi­ 
ness 
arithm etic— cost of materials 
and freight charges, etc.; drawing, 
six hours a week. During the latter 
part of the course business law, civ­ 
ics and industrial history are intro­ 
duced. 
Some of the schools have 
sessions from 7 to 9 a. rn.; others 
to 7 p. rn. or at any convenient 
time; and a few hold sessions for 
an hour and a half or two hours on 
Sunday, though Sunday school wrork 
is no longer as frequent as it used 
to be. either in municipal industrial 
schools or shop schools. 
American foundrvmen are inter­ 
ested in Dr. Brandt's description of 
German foundry 
school conditions 
because of the light it may throw 
on the similar problem in this coun­ 
try; and they are especially impress­ 
ed with his sum m ary of the purpose 
of the continuation school, as quoted 
from the Prussian minister of com­ 
merce ,and industry: “The compul­ 
sory industrial 
continuation school 
should aim at the vocational educa­ 
tion of the young people between 
14 and 18 years of age, to promote 
that education, and to train them to 
become valuable citizens and respect­ 
ed m en.”
